A-Energy Fails 
To Help drops 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 30—Gov­ 
ernment scientists told the f a r ­ 
mer today that exhaustive tests 
“ indicate strongly” that 
radio­ 
active m aterials have no bene • 
fIda! effect on crop yields 
This report dealt a stiff blow 
to the popular theory, developed 
soon after the first atomic bomb 
dropped on Japan, that 
atomic 
substances might s t i m u l a t e 
plant growth. 
The experimenters stressed, 
however, that radioactive by­ 
products (isotopes) of the Ato­ 
mic Energy C o mmi s s i o n ’ s 
plants are a valuable research 
tool when used as “ tracers” in 
studying soils, fertilizers 
and 
plant nutrition.
